FOURTEEN HORSES 
BURNED TO DEATH 


The Seavey 
Barn Burned this 


Morning, Creamating Chas. 


Mooers’ Horses 


ORIGIN OF THE FIRE UNKNOWN 


Building: 
Was Covered bv Silt* 


ficient Insurance, but Mr. 


Mooers Carried None. 


One of the most distressing tires in 
the history of the city occurred this 
morning about 4 o’clock when the old 
Seavey barn on Sixth street was burned 
and fourteen valuable horses belonging 
to Chas. Cl. Mooers perished. 
The alarm was turned in shortly be­ 
fore I o’clock and Mr. Mooers, who lives 
just east of tho barn was one of the 
first on the teem*. 
He heard a noise 
and thought at first that it must be 
morning and that his hired 
man was 
feeding the horses, but when he opened 
his eyes great flashes of tire were pierc­ 
ing the air. 
lie leaped from his bed and 
went over to tho stable and when 
he 
got there all of the horses were down 
and were kicking and groaning and us 
the barn had tilled with smoke and it 
was almost impossible to even approach 
the door, it being so hot, he saw that it 
would be impossible to save’one of the 
horses. 
The horses com posed’perhaps tho fin­ 
est collection in the city, Mr. Mooers 
having recently disposed Jof a number 
that were less valuable. 
The scene this 
morning where once stood this number 
of prancing blooded horses is turned to 
one of distress and despair, for littered 
and scattered about the ground are the 
carcasses of tho dead animals that 
had 
made a desperate tight against death, 
and heaped all around and about them 
are piles of debris. 
The description of the scene at tho 
tire when Mr. Mooers first arrived is 
really pathetic. 
The tire seemed to have 
shot upward after catching somewhere 
on the ground floor and it is thought 
that the horses all suffocated before a 
hair was burned. 
The loft above the 
stable was tilled with hay and as the tire 
ate its way through the heat seemed to 
till the stable where the horses were lo­ 
cated until it was like some vast oven 
and then, to add to tho terror, the smoke 
poured in and it was but a short time 
before tile horses were down and kick­ 
ing. 
It presented the sight of a furnace 
of seething tire tilled with living things, 
groaning and squirming to gain liberty. 
Mr. Mooers stated that it was almost 
heartsickening and w hen he saw’ that 


he could not save the horses he turned 
away in despair. 
He did get to one of 
‘.he animals and if it had not been so hot 
he might 
have 
saved 
him. 
This 


door. 
The horse was pulling back so 
fiercely that Mr. Mooers could not untio 
the rope nor unbuckle the halter, but he 
finally cut the rope with an axe and the 
horse fell to his knees with a groan and 
never rose again. 
Mr. Mooers burned 
his hands and face quite badly in trying 


to save this horse. 


It is his opinion that if he had been 
awakened ten minutes earlier he could 
have saved some of his horses. 
The barn was entirely destroyed ex­ 
cept tho northwest corner where L. W . 
Itll m il had his blacksmith shop. 
His 
place was badly scorched but a black­ 
smith shop is a place where tire cannot 
do a great deal of damage. 
Mr. Burrill 
carried 6350 insurance on his stock and 
tools and his loss w ill probably reach 


815). 
The old l am was o vned 
by V. 
I>. 
Seavey and was injured for 61,! IOOwhich 
it is thought will fully cover the loss. 
It has been conducted by various per­ 
sons as a livery stable for years, but of 
late Mr. Seavey has been running a feed 
barn there. 


The heaviest loss of course falls on 
Mr. Mooers. 
It is estimated that his 
loss will reach at least 83,500 and he did 
not carry any insurance. 
Among the 
horses burned was an elegant pair of 
pacers for which he refused 6000 only 
yesterday. 
Ile and Howard B a k e r were 
out in the country yesterday looking at 
a piece of land which a man wanted to 
trade for the team. 
A ll the other horses 
were also valuable animals and would 
bring fancy prices on the market. 
B e ­ 
sides the horses Mr. Mooers lost all his 
harnesses which were hanging in the 
barn and considerable feed and hay. 
The only reason that no insurance was 
carried was the fact that the horses are 
necessarily moved about considerable 
by Mr. Mooers in his contracting busi­ 
ness. 
He had two or three offers and 
was about to send the horses out on 
work which he had partially contracted 
for the summer. 
The lire department made a quick 
response and Chief Bennett was on trio 
scene 
about fifteen minutes 
after I 
o'clock, but it was too late to save any 
of the horses or the contents of the 
stable. 


X. I ). Seavey, who owns the stable, 
and Hugh Kibble, who worked for Mr. 
Mooers were both asleep in the front of 
flee of the stable and were not awaken­ 
ed until long after the tire started. 
Neither the gentlemen smoke and natur­ 
ally there is considerable speculations 
as to the origin of a tire of this kind at 
that hour in the morning’ 
A Finlander 
by the name of Lauri Lindell was ar­ 
rested 
by Captain 
H urley and 
was 
locked up in jail. 
Ile was the first man 
seen about tho place after the tire de­ 
partment arrived and he seemed to act 
rather strangely and kept “ butting in” 
so Chief Bennett asked that he be lock­ 
ed up. 
It is not known that this man 
had anything to do w ith setting the tire, 
but his actions were very strange and 
he may be called upon to account for 
his meanderings about the place at that 


The man Lindell has been in jail all 
day and it is understood no effort will 
be made to connect him with the lire, as 
it is thought that he had nothing to do 
with it other than that ho was bother­ 
ing tho firemen.
